My Dear Mrs. Chambers, 


I thank you very much for your letter of the 16th, and for the carefully 
arranged record of your family. It is a very great pleasure to find 
one who will communicate it accurately and promptly. 


It affords me great pleasure to furnish you the record from your great 
great grandfather John Aten, to the progenitor of the family in America, 
Adrian Hendrickse Aten, a native of Holland. While I am expending 

much labor and some money in getting the data for a history of the 
family, there is so much yet to do that I have no idea when it will 

be ready for publication. Such work is a labor of love and should 

be undertaken with the understanding that no pecuniary reward can be 
expected, as only the elect buy such books. The elect is now as 

always, but a small proportion of the herd. 


Your great, great grandfather John Aten married Jane Mordan. Their 
children were, as you have them with the exception of John, whom 
you overlooked, and who married a Miss Gortner, sister of the wife 
of his brother Henry. 


His father was Hendrick Aten, born September 3, 1723 and died prior 
to 1773. Hendrick married Mary whose maiden name we have 
never been able to find and who afterwards married a man named 
Campbell and raised a second family of children, one of whom came 
to Allegheny Co., PA. in about 1800 with his half brother Thomas 
Aten. A grandson of this Thomas Aten now living in Clinton, PA. 


Hendrick settled in Mt. Bethel Township, Northampton Co., PA prior 
to 1760 and he and his brother Derick (my great, great grandfather) 
lived and died on adjoining farms on the west bank of the Delaware 
river just below the Water Gap. Both are buried in the old Aten 
burying ground on land dedicated for that purpose by Derick. There 
is some uncertainty as to the number of children Hendrick and Mary 
had, but their first child was named Hendrick and was baptized in 
1757 in the old Dutch church at North Branch (now the First Reformed 
Church at Readington, N.J.). Mrs. Mary Aten Campbell was the 
Administrator of the estate of Hendrick Aten and she reports 

their children John, Sarah, and George as minors. We know of 

the Thomas above mentioned, and a Mary who married John Funston 

and reared a family of ten children (I am now in correspondence 

with a descendant of Mary Aten Funston of Bloomsbury, PA). This 
accounts for six children and there may have been others. Hendrick 
or Henry eldest, appears to have been living in Northampton Co. in 
1791 when he obtained a patent from the state for 126 acres of land 
on which he was to found a town to be named Attensberg. He also 
appears to have served in the war of the Revolution from Northampton Co. 
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Of the descendants of his brother Thomas who settled with his half 
brother Campbell in Allegheny Co., PA. I have a very full account. 


For convenience I will now turn to the founder of the family and 
follow the line of descent to Hendrick, the father of your great, 
great grandfather John. 


Adrian Hendrickse Aten came from Holland and settled at Flatbush 
L.I. (now a part of Brooklyn, N.Y.) in 1651. We have a facsimile 
of a deed he made conveying a track of land to Pieter Janse in 
N.Y. city in 1665. He is described as a Constable Midwout (Flatbush). 
He married Lysbeh Thomas the widow of Guysbert Lubbertse, who 

had one son. The date of this marriage is unkown, but in his 
will he mentions his wife by name, and provides that her son by 
the marriage to Lubbertse shall share equally with their other 
children in his estate. He bought and sold several tracks of 
land in Flatbush, and signed his name to both deeds and will as 
above written. No other of the name of Aten appears anywhere 

on the records of his generation. His children were: 


Hendrick married Mary De Mott 


Thomas s Elsje Schillman 
Annetje ‘ Thomas Schillman 
John - Elizabeth 

Paul " Marritje Van Neste 


Marritje probably died single 


In about 1715 Thomas, John and Paul emigrated to the Raritan Valley 
in New Jersey, and settled near New Brunswick. Thomas and John 

and their wives were members of the Dutch Church at Three Mile Run 
(now First Reformed Church of New Burnswick) in 1719. Hendrick is 
supposed to have lived and died at Foster's Meadows, L.I. and 
Annetji and her husband raised a family of 11 children, lived and 
died on L. Island and their descendants are now numerous and known 
as Shillmans. Indeed Annetji Aten became the mother of all the 
Shillmans wherever found. 


We have never found the date of either the birth or death of Thomas 
Aten, but he was of age and took the oath of Adlegeauce at Flatbush 
in 1687. Nor do we know the date of his marriage to Elsje Schillman. 
Their eldest child Adrian, was baptized in the Dutch Church of 

New York, Sept. 4th, 1695. At this baptism Adrian Hendrickse Aten 
and Lyabet Thomas appeared as witnesses. 


Adrian, son of Thomas Aten and Elsje Schillman, married Jocobje 
Middagh and Kathalyn Van Neste both of whom were grandchildren 

of Holland emigrants. Adrian was a blacksmith and farmer, and lived 
in Readuighin, New Jersey, where their ten children were raised 

and where he died December 10, 1757. She died May 16th, 1782. 
Hendrick, the father of John, your great, great grandfather was 

the second son and third child of this couple. 
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I have a copy of Adrian Aten's will and also a copy of the will of 
his widow, who survived him almost a quarter of a century. I have 
also seen the original will of Adrian, now on file in the office of 
the Secretary of State at Trenton, N.J.. He signed his own name in 
a clear, bold, round hand and spelled his name Aten. 


I also have a copy of the will of Adrian Hendrixe Aten, which was 
signed with his own hand. It is of date March 20, 1695-6 and I 

have had a plate made from a tracing of his signature to his will 
and to one of the deeds he made several years earlier, an impression 
of which I enclose. In both he spells his name Aten. 


The name Aten, was usually pronounced as if spelled Auten among the 
Dutch, and I find the name spelled Auten, Auter, Até, etc. on the 
records where it was written by notaries and ministers. And so in 
time some of the family came to spell the name Auten while quite 

a number spell it Eaton. For this last usage I can find no reason 
whatever. Yet, my great grandfather Adrian, son of Derick, was 
pensioned for his service in the war of the Revolution in 1836 

and in his pension certificate the name was spelled Aaron Eaton! 


Trusting the foregoing may prove of interest to you and hoping 
to have your further co-operation in the work. I remain

Aten -A'ten (a name meaning in Egyptian mythology, the sun 
disk. The worship of Aten was introduced by Amenhopt IV. 


The sun and successor Thottines IV found it necessary to 
Support himself by entering into matrimony - forming an 
alliance with the king of Natharena. The marriage had 
strange consequences for Egypt. The new queen brought 
with her not only a foreign name and foreign customs but 
a foreign faith as well. She refused to worship Amun of 
Thebes and the other gods of Egypt and clung to the religion 
of her fathers, whose supreme object of adoration was the 
solar disc (Aten). The Hittite monuments themselves bear 
witness to the prevalence of this worship in Northern 
Syria. The winged solar disc appears above the figure 

of a king which has been brought from Birejik on the 
Euphrates to the british museum and even at Boghaz Keni 
far away in Northern Asia Minor the winged solar disc 

has been carved by Hittite Sculptors upon the rock. 


The change in spelling from Aten to Auten appears to have 
taken place in Columbia Co., PA before the emigration to 
Ohio. 
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The Family of Josiah and Margaret Berryhill Auten 


Although the first Auten family in IL appears to have come from 
McNairy Co, TN, to Franklin Co, IL, between the crop years of 1852 and 
1853, its roots lie in the marriage of Josiah Auten and Margaret 
Berryhill in Mecklenburg Co, NC (Charlotte area) on February 20, 1800. 
The trek west began in the early 1820's when the family first made its 
way into Middle Tennessee, where they spent some time in Giles Co 
(Pulaski area). By 1830 they had made their home in McNairy Co on the 
west side of the Tennessee River (near Shiloh), and Josiah (b. 1775- 
1780, prob NC) likely died there in the 1830's. 


Josiah and Margaret appear to have had at least six sons and five 
daughters, not all of whom have been identified. The eldest son, John 
(13 Nov 1804, NC, prob Mecklenburg Co--4 Aug 1892, prob Franklin Co, 
ALA), took his wife Nancy and family upstream to northwestern Alabama 
(Russellville area) in the early 1840's. Margaret (b. 1776-78, 
Mecklenburg Co, NC) likely died in the 1860's in McNairy Co (prob in 
the old Purdy area near modern Lawton) where she had been’ living with 
her youngest daughter, Eliza Jane Caldwell Auten (Mrs. David Horn). 
The oldest daughter, Hannah Walker Auten (Mrs. Clement H. Elliff) also 
remained in Tennessee, as did their sister Mary (the first Mrs. John 
Orless Elliff, Jr.). 


About 1837-38, Andrew J. or "Andy" Auten (b. 22 Dec 1815, Mecklenburg 
Co, NC--d. after 1891, prob Franklin Co, IL) married Mary Ann "Polly" 
Cardwell (b. abt 1818, TN, in the Cherokee Nation acc to her dau's 
death cert--d. aft 1880, prob Franklin Co, IL), and that may have been 
the very reason they were the first Autens to move northward. For at 
about the same time Polly's parents, James L. Cardwell (b. SeOct 
1796, VA), and Leah Sanders (b. abt 1801, NC--d. aft 1870, IL) also 
appear to have moved most of their family from McNairy Co, TN, to 
nearby Halltown in northwestern Saline Co, IL. 


James Littleton Bennett or "Jim" Auten (b. abt 1818, NC, prob 
Mecklenburg Co) appears to have followed his brother Andy's earlier 
migration up to the Franklin/Saline/Hamilton county border area of IL 
about 1856. Jim and his wife, Joannah Bateman "Anna" Madry (b. 1815, 
TN, prob Giles Co), had settled their family in the Fitts Hill post 
office area by the spring of 1858, while Andy and Polly's family lived 
nearby in the Cave Twp post office area. Jim and Anna moved their 
family to Hunt Co, TX (Greenville area), in 1870, although two of 
their children, Levi Reed Auten and Nancy Jane Auten (Mrs..-"Red John" 
Wesley Vinson), made their permanent homes in Franklin Co, “IL. Anna 
died in Gatesville, Coryell Co, TX (Killeen area), in 1878. Jim 
finally returned to Franklin Co, IL, where he died in his daughter 
Nancy's home near Thompsonville, July 27, 1911. 


As of May, 1997, over 3,700 descendants (down to the tenth 
generation)--along with more than 2,100 of their spouses--have been 
attributed to Josiah and Margaret, many of whom are living today.

I recently heard of your research into the AUTER family of New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania from Shirley Auten Hale in Ada, Oklahoma. 
Specifically, she wrote me on June 30 that you had contacted her 
niece in Colorado (one of Glynn Thomas AUTEN's daughters?) looking 
for a Glynn Whitney AUTEN born around 1902 or 1903. Evidently you 
are having to do what many of us with frequently butchered names 
have to do and that of course is to check out all the variations 
that we know have been used in our families and to throw a few extra 
guesses into the bargain. Shirley said that she had already sent 
you an address for Daniel S. L. Comp of Ft. Wayne, Indiana, who is 
researching the ATEN line out of New Jersey, but she may not have 
told you that his New Jersey ancestors passed through Pennsylvania 
as yours did and that he has been doing some recent work in that 
area. 


As Shirley probably did tell you, she and I descend from a certain 
Josiah (Jefferson?) AUTEN who was born in the 1770's, quite possibly 
in New Jersey, and who died in the 1830's, probably in Tennessee. 
Josiah passed through Mecklenburg County, North Carolina, where he 
was married in 1800, and I am now looking into connecting him 
somehow with the family of a certain Fulkard AUTON/AUTEN who was 
born about 1752 in New Jersey and was known to have bee 
Mecklenburg County, NC, in 1791, 1800, 1842, 1850, and 
number of years in between. Fulkard was reported revolutionary 
soldier in both the New Jersey and the Peni vania lines and of 
course a contemporary of your John J. AUTER, Sr., who was born in 
176 5r It is not clear to me from Shirley's letter when John's 
father Hendrick and Hendrick's brother Dick (b. 1721) moved from New 
Jersey to Northampton County, PA, but no matter which of the two 
states John was born in, the possibility of a connection among the 
AUTER, ATEN, and AUTEN lines is a very real and intriguing one. 


At the risk of overkill, I am enclosing: 1) "AUTEN NEWS - May, 1994" 
which mentions the possible New Jersey connection through Fulkard 
AUTEN; 2) an 11-page, 8-gemeration descendancy chart for Josiah 
AUTEN which should be taken as a working document only; and 3) a 7- 
page address list of living AUTEN descendants and other interested 
persons (as part of the body of this letter) which should likewise 
be seen as a work in progress. I have already included you in the 
address list and of course would like to add your first name and 
your telephone number when I hear from you. If you have others to 
offer me, I will gleefully accept them. 


Please note that the descendancy chart is from my computer genealogy 
program called "Personal Ancestral File" (PAF) produced by the 
Mormon Church (of which I am not a member), and the chart is flawed, 
I think, by a questionable programming decision on their part. 
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Wherever I have needed to approximate a date by using "before," 
"after," or “about™ in place of an unknown exact date, I find that 
the program drops "bef," "aft," and “abt™ on the descendancy chart 
in order to save printing space (believe it or not) and makes the 
dates appear more precise than they really are. fhus, Mrs. Josiah 
(Margaret BERRYHILL) AUTEN's dates were not realiy i777-1860, but 
rather from "abt i777" until "aft i860." Likewise, Josiah ADFEN's 
dates were not 1770-1830, but rather from 1770/1780 to 1830/1840. 
Unfortunately, I use these approximations 4 lot, but fortunately 
they are printed in £nli in the individual data sheets and the 
family group records whenever it is important to get to that level 
cf detail. I don't usually send out a descendancy chart. 


if you are using a computer to help you with your genealogy, my PAF 
program is "GEDCOM compatible" and I can send you any part of my 
File you want on a diskette (provided that your program is likewise 
GEDCOM compatible with my DOS-based, I8M-compatible program!). 
Please note that Dan Comp laid a large and invaluable foundation for 
both my total collection of all the Josiah AUTEN descendants and my 
current mailing list of some of the living ones. I intend to give 
him due credit in every way I can, whether I ever publish or not, 
and I am asking all cf my correspondents to do the same. 


No matter how you are doing your genealogy, however, I am VERY 
interested in obtaining a great deal of your findings, especially in 
the migration lines from New Jersey (and New York, if you have them) 
through the Carolinas, Alabama/Mississippi, Tennessee/Kentucky, and 
the Midwest. Whether ¥e ever prove any AUTER/ATEN /ADTEN 
connection(s) or not, I know already that there are few enough of 
these surnames that it will be very worthwhile for me to find ont 
who my rzelatives WEREN'T. I have aiready ran into so many 
ORTON/ORTENsS, AUSTIN/AUSTONs, and the like, that probably are ny 
relatives that now I know IE need to be familiar enough with 
unrelated families by those same surnames in order to be able to 
avoid claiming the wrong folks willy-nilly. I am sending Dan 2 copy 
ef this letter and asking him to begin to share some cf his NJ/PA 
names with me now that I believe I am beginning to get sophisticated 
enough te use them with care. 

I am collecting AUTEN addresses generally, both of geneaicgists 
researching the same or similar surnames and of living relatives who 
might be interested in organizing and/or attending a reunion in 


Franklin County, Illinois; McNairy County, Tennessee; or ienburg 
County, North Carolina, where I know that some of my own ancestors 
came from. Below is a listing of the names, addresses, and phone 


numbers (if I have them), the "vintage™ of the information, and an 
indication of descendancy or other family relationship £ S 
that I have collected so far. I am continually sending copies to 
others who might have some interest in working with me to develop an 
even better mailing list for both genealogical and reunion purposes.

For the descendants of JOSIAH (Jefferson?) AUTEN (1770/1780- 
1830/1840): The "FULKARD AUTON" who was the head of a household in 
the 1800 census for Lincoln County, NC (the only Auton in all of Nc 
for that year besides a THOMAS AUTON in Buncombe County and, of 
course, our JOSIAH AUTEN in Mecklenburg County) has apparently 
showed up again, this time in Mecklenburg County, NC, in the 1850 
census as 98-year-old "FULCARD AUTEN" the apparent head of household 
with an Elizabeth Auten, 79, and another Elizabeth Auten, 37. Of 
special interest is that, while the two Elizabeths gave NC as their 
state of birth, Fulcard (in his first census opportunity to do so) 
NEW as his birth state. (The 1800 NC county map shows 
Coun Vv adjacent to Mecklenburg County on the latter's 
northwest side and Buncombe County not ch farther west.) This is 
omp’s ongoing research on 
the possibly related "ATEN" family ron New Jersey. The potential 
for tying the two families egether is exciting. [See Index to the 
1800 Census of North Carolina, Elizabeth Petty Bentley, Comp. 
(Genealogical Publishing Co., Inc.: Baltimore, 1977), p. 9, and 1850 
Census, Mecklenburg County, NC (G. S. Ser. No. 58133, pt. 19), where 
‘one can also find the 1850 families of JOHN AUTEN, 75, born in NC, 
ANTHONY AUTEN, 35, born in NC, and PETER AUTEN, 55, born in NC.] 


For the descendants of JOHN (1802-unk) & NANCY (1809-unk) AUTEN, 
ANDREW J. (Jackson?) AUTEN (1813-aft 1880) & MARY ANN "POLLY" 
CARDWELL (1818-aft 1880), and JAMES L. B. AUTEN (1818-1911) & 
JOANNAH BATEMAN MADRY (1815-1878): The two letters that James wrote 
on behalf of himself and his brother Andrew and their wives on 5 Apr

For the descendants of JOANNAH BATEMAN MADRY AUTEN (1815-1878): 
There were only six MADRY households reported in all of Tennessee in 
1850, and they were all in Giles County where her son LEVI REED 
AUTEN (1844-1919) said his mother was born in his 1887 biographical 
sketch. Family #1304 (p. 994 of the microfilm) consisted of JAMES 
MADRY, 68, ABZILLA MADRY, 58 (both born in NC), and JAMES MADRY, 18.

Are James and Abzilla the parents of Joannah? JAMES L. B. AUTEN and 
Joannah's first known child, MARGARET ABZILLA ("ABBIE") AUTEN (abt 
1840-aft 1887), seems like a natural namesake for James L.B.'s 
mother, MARGARET BERRYHILL AUTEN (abt 1777-aft 1860), and what 
appears to be Joannah's mother, ABZILLA MADRY. [See 1850 CENSUS 
TENNESSEE, Byron and Barbara Sistler, Trans. (Evanston, IL: 1975), 
Voler4tap.. 146...) 


For the descendants of JAMES LITTLETON BENNETT AUTEN (abt 1818-1911) 
and JOANNAH BATEMAN MADRY (1815-1878) especially through their 
daughter, MARGARET ABZILLA AUTEN (abt 1840-aft 1887): There were 
over 1,300 JONES families in Tennessee in 1850, but there was only 
one which included a ROSS JONES (abt 1833-bef 1887) and that 
happened to be in McNairy County where James IL. B., Joannah, and 
their family also resided at the time. Included in family #1445 (p. 
207 of the microfilm) were SARAH JONES, 45 (state of birth unknown), 
Ross's likely widowed mother; JANE JONES, 20 (born in TN), Ross's 
likely unmarried sister; and ROSS JONES, 17. [See 1850 CENSUS 
TENNESSEE, Byron and Barbara Sistler, Trans. (Evanston, IL: 1975), 
Voltneas «ps )cbaq] LEVI REED AUTEN's 1887 biographical sketch 
mentioned only that his sister "Margaret A." was the widow of an "R. 


JONES" but JAMES L. B. and JOANNAH AUTEN's letter of April 5, 1858, 


to JOHN and NANCY AUTEN (the one written supposedly on behalf of 
ANDREW J. and MARY AUTEN) first referred to a couple as "Margaret 
Abzilla and her man" and then apparently the same couple again as 
"Ross and Abzilla". There was a ROSS JONES who made a purchase at 
the estate sale of MARY ANN "POLLY" CARDWELL AUTEN's sister, SARAH 
CATHARINE CARDWELL PLASTERS McCCLEARIN, on 22 May 1869 in Franklin 
County, IL. (Other purchasers included H. F. AUTON, G. A. B. 
KNIGHT, CAROLL AUTON, A. J. AUTON, HOUSTON AUTON, HANNAH AUTON, MARY 
AUTEN, MALECY [CARDWELL] PERRYMAN, [NANCY] ANN [REBECCA] KNIGHT, AND 
[ELIZABETH/"BETSEY"] JANE [KNIGHT] ABSHER.) Mrs. McClearin had died 
25 Apr 1869, and on 16 Aug 1869 JAMES L. B. AUTEN signed a payment 
receipt for the coffin he had made for her at the time. 


For the descendants of TERRELL HOUSTON AUTEN (1844-aft 1910) [son of 
ANDREW J. AUTEN (1813-aft 1880) and MARY ANN "POLLY" CARDWELL (1818- 
aft 1880)], and NANCY ANN REBECCA KNIGHT (1857-bef 1907): Terrell 
and Rebecca's youngest son, ELMER E. AUTEN (1894-1938), was 
discovered to have died in the Illinois State Penitentiary at Menard 
Village, Randolph County, IL, on 28 Oct 1938, after having served 6 
years and 9 months of a life sentence for his part in a robbery and 
murder in Wayne County, IL. (He was a former miner and an 
unemployed teamster on 28 Dec 1931 when he drove the vehicle for the 
robbery which resulted in the shooting death of one of the victims.) 
He was interred 31 Oct 1938 in Pleasant Hill Cemetery near 
Thompsonville, Cave Township, Franklin County, IL. This episode has 
long been a closely guarded family secret from Elmer's grandchildren 
and their descendants. 


For the descendants of TERRELL HOUSTON AUTEN (1844-aft 1910) and 
NANCY ANN REBECCA KNIGHT (1857-bef 1907): Her paternal grandparents 
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through JOSHUA L. KNIGHT (abt 1831-aft 1870) appear to be JAMES 
KNIGHT (abt 1796-aft 1880) and NANCY [MERRILL/MERRITT?] KNIGHT (abt 
1800-aft 1860). Family #1008 (microfilm p. 1013) in Wilson County, 
TN, in 1850 included James, 54, born in KY, Nancy 50, born in NC, 
Joshua [Nancy Ann Rebecca's father], 19, Sarah [Ann--later Mrs. 
Warren "Dock" Perryman], 18, [her twin] Elizabeth ["Betsey" Jane-- 
later Mrs. William Absher], 18, John [no further information], 14, 
and Louisa [M.--later the first Mrs. TERRELL HOUSTON AUTEN], 2. 
[1850 CENSUS TENNESSEE, Byron and Barbara Sistler, Trans. (Evanston, 
ois: 2975), Vol.o4pep. 9607] Among questions remaining are whether 
there were/are any descendants of NARCISSA AUTEN (abt 1868/1869-aft 
1870), the only apparent child of TERRELL HOUSTON AUTEN and his 
first wife LOUISA M. KNIGHT (abt 1848-abt 1869-1870), and whether 
James and Nancy had any older children who had left the family 
household before the 1850 census. A prime candidate for the latter 
category is GREEN A. B. KNIGHT (abt 1824 in TN-aft 1880) who lived 
next door to James and Nancy in family #1009 (microfilm #1013) with 
his apparent first wife NARCISSA KNIGHT (abt 1832 in TN-bef 1860) in 
1850 and appears to have moved to IL with James and Nancy and some 
of their children prior to his apparent second marriage to RUTHA ANN 
KEELING (abt 1836--aft 1880) in Saline County on 25 Dec 1853. 


For the descendants of TERRELL HOUSTON AUTEN (1844-aft 1910) and 
WANCY ANN REBECCA KNIGHT (1857-be£f 1907): Nancy's maternal 
grandparents through NANCY GRAVES (abt 1825-1869/1870) appear to be 
LEWIS GRAVES (abt 1789-aft 1850) and REBECCA GRAVES (abt 1789-aft 
1850). Family #758 (microfilm p. 976) in Wilson County, TN, in 1850 
included Lewis, 61, Rebecca, 61 (both born in SC), "Genetta" 
["Jennietta"/"Jennetta"--later Mrs. Leonard F. Martin in Franklin 
Co, IL], 30, Nancy [later Mrs. JOSHUA L. KNIGHT (SR.?) in Franklin 
Co, IL], 25, Lewis, 24, Minerva [D.--later Mrs. CANTRELL B. EDWARDS 
in Franklin Co, IL], 22, and Andrew, 20. [See 1850 CENSUS TENNESSEE 
Byron and Barbara Sistlier, Trans. (Evanston, IL: 1975), Vol. 3, p. 
46.] Barbara Striker recently cited a possibly unpublished 1988 
article by Nora Parker Davis entitled "The Perrymans and Pleasant 
Hill Church" which mentions LEWIS GRAVES, A. J. AUTEN, and some of 
the latter's children. One report placed the organization of the 
church itself in the home of LEWIS GRAVES, but it wasn't clear 
whether it was the home of the elder Lewis or the younger Lewis. 


For the descendants of MARGARET BERRYHILL AUTEN (abt 1777-aft 1860): 
The wills of Margaret's apparent father (SAMUEL BERRYHILL, d. 1778) 
and apparent grandfather (JOSEPH BERRYHILL, d. abt 1771) were 
transcribed by Brent H. Holcomb and published in Mecklenburg County, 
North Carolina, Abstracts of Early Wills, 1763-1790 [1749-1790] 
(Columbia, SC: 1980), p. 8. Jeannine Mayer, who saw the originals 
in 1993, warned not to accept the 1781 date for the probate of 
Joseph's will, as it should be rendered 1771. The wills are full of 
names to be followed up. It appears from other sources that the 
Berryhills may have been related by blood to the Eastern Cherokees-- 
which may shed some light on how it happened that Margaret's son 
ANDREW J. AUTEN married a woman who was born in the Cherokee Nation.

Dear Dan, 


Thank you for your letter of March 30 and especially for the 
enclosed photocopies of the two letters penned by James L.B. Auten 
in 1858. I infer your blessing on their publication by the 
Frankfort Area Genealogical Society, and I am forwarding copies to 
Betty Sink, the editor of their quarterly entitled Facts & Findings, 
at 1200 Fairland Street, Benton, IL 62812. 


Seeing the photocopies has enabled me to get a much better "take" on 
James LL.B. and his family during the "early Illinois period" for the 
Autens (1854-1870). I am enclosing my notes on his RIN from my PAF 
files so that you can see for yourself where I've gone with it. of 
most interest to me now in completing the interpretation of the 
document itself, however, is the reading of the last four words on 
page one and the first seven words on page two of the letter that he 
wrote for himself to John and Nancy Auten (in Tennessee, do you 
think, or Alabama?--or even Mississippi?). I had originally taken 
all eleven words as forming one sentence because he provided no 
punctuation break and I was unaware of the page break. The 
otherwise indecipherable sentence, "You will turn over a scotch of 
the times & prices," now becomes (for me) an ending to page one 
where he simply directs the reader "you will turn over" (to the 
other side of the paper) and a beginning to page two where he starts 
with the heading "a scotch ['little bit'--pronounced 'skosh'] of the 
times & prices" and proceeds to give his readers just that. You 
perhaps understood it that way already, but it was a revelation to 
me. 


Perhaps I've been a little slow on the uptake, but for the first 
time I understand that the primary spelling you are researching on 
your side of the line is "Aten"--a perfectly reasonable variation of 
Auten/Auton, of course, but a spelling I have seen so seldom that I 
usually just pass over it much like I do Austen/Austin as "close, 
but no cigar." Shirley Auten Hale of Ada, OK, told me on April 1 
{by telephone, so please take the enhanced possibility of 
miscommunication into account) that she had found four "Auten" 
households in the 1790 census for Pennsylvania, all in Northampton 
Co, Bethlehem Twp, Upper Mount (?), headed by Henry, Richard, 
Thomas, and John. You said in your letter that you were hoping to 
get to Washington Co, PA, soon for the purpose of "breaking down a 
brick wall between Ohio and Pennsylvania ancestors." I see that 
Washington Co virtually abuts Ohio (except for a "scotch" of West 
VA) while Northampton Co abuts NJ where you have traced the roots of 
the Aten line so far. We're talking about the opposite ends of 
Pennsylvania here, I know, but yet I wonder if you are aware of any 
connection. (My Beutelman/Beidleman/Bidleman tribe was from that 
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part of old Northampton County which became Lehigh County in 1812-- 
the Allentown area, just a "scotch" south and west of Bethlehem--so 
that heightens my interest here considerably. ) 


As I'm sure you know, the only Auten/Auton households in North 
Carolina in 1790 were both in the Salisbury District--Thomas Auton 
in Iredell Co and Richard Auten in Rowan Co--and "fewer" sometimes 
makes it "easier" and sometimes not. Shirley found Moses and Aaron 
"Outen" heading households in Fairfield Co, South Carolina in 1790 
(interesting because Andrew J. Auten named his last-born son "Aaron" 
in 1861) and also found our patriarch Josiah in Mecklenburg Co, NC, 
in 1810 as an "Otten" when I had overlooked him altogether. (Having 
found the Auten brothers in Franklin Co, IL, in 1860 as "Orten" and 
"Orton" should have made me more alert, but alas it didn't.) 


Not to beat a point to death, Dan, but Aten, Austen/Austin, 
Auten/Auton, and Orton/Orten (at the least, but among others, no 
doubt, such as Outin/Outen) all seem to have legitimately separate 
roots of their own (on this side of the Atlantic anyway), and I find 
myself chasing my etymological tail just trying to figure out whom 
I'm supposed to be looking for. I know that you don't want to 
prejudice my research with any merely speculative notions you may 
have about specific ancestries, but I would appreciate any 
reflections you may have on the name game at this point, since you 


have been playing it so much longer than I have. (Also, we don't 
want me to pass over possible connections between our clans just 
because I'm not hep to the jive.) I realize that you started 


researching my line a long time ago primarily in order to 
distinguish it from your own, and often I have to do the same kind 
of thing, but I would prefer to stop short of reinventing the wheel 
here if you have some insights or tips you're willing to share. 


Finally, I suggested above that even Mississippi might have been the 
home state for John and Nancy Auten in 1858, even though you found 
them in Franklin Co, ALA in 1860 (and their descendants in 
Lauderdale Co, ALA even today), because Shirley Auten Hale mentioned 
finding some Auten/Autons in MS later on. Given the location of 
McNairy Co, TN, and the meanderings of the Tennessee River in the 
tri-state area, I can well see how the brethren may have eventually 
so dispersed.

Thank you for your last letter of November 11, 1993. You sounded 
pretty swamped then, but I trust you are more in control of your 
circumstances instead of the other way around. 


I hope you will find my enclosed letter to the editor of the 
quarterly publication of the Frankfort Area Genealogical Society to 
be appropriate. They will not be publishing again until June, so if 
you think I should have handled the matter differently, there is 
still plenty cf time for you to tell me so and for me to write her 
again.

I really would be interested in having photocopies of the original

I've been asked for proof of the middle names for Josiah and Andrew, 
and I don't have it. Do you? My best answers so far are that it 
would have been un-American for Andrew's middle initial of "J" to 
Stand for anything other than Jackson in his day and that there is 
inferential evidence for Josiah's middle name from his descendant by 
that name. I'm sure there are more satisfying answers out there. 


I obtained a copy of the biography of Levi Reed Auten on pp. 758-759 
of the "five-county history" I mentioned in the attachments to my 
letter of November 5. The correct citation is History of Galiatin, 
Saline, Hamilton, Franklin, and Williamson Counties, Illinois 
(Goodspeed Publishing Co.: Chicago, 1887).

‘Enjoyed receiving the spring Facts & Findings, particularly the 
Phillips letter on pp. 4-5. ‘Haven't been a member since 1989 and 
sort of forgot that you were interested in publishing such items. 


‘Am enclosing my individual data sheet from my computer file on 
James Littleton Bennett "Jim" Auten who followed his brother Andrew 
J. from Tennessee to Illinois in about 1856. (Andrew J. Auten, his 
father-in-law James LL. Cardwell, and their families had come to the 
old Halltown area of Gallatia Twp in northwest Saline Co in about 
1854. Apparently it didn't take the two Auten families and most of 
the Cardwelis long to resettle in Franklin Co, IL by the time of the 
1860 census. I descend from Andrew, as does Judy Sullivan Pearce.) 
Please feel free to pass over most of the information, but beginning 
on page 2. under "NOTE" you will find two letters that he wrote to 
his brother John from the Fitts Hill P.O. area of Franklin Co. 


I can't comment on the letters much because I haven't seen the 
eriginals myself, but I got copies in September from Dan Comp in Ft. 
Wayne, Indiana, as he is researching another branch of the Auten 
family. I would like to try to get photocopies of the originals, 
but in the meantime I don't see why these cannot be published in "F 
& F" if you find them as interesting as I do. If you do, please 
note that "RIN" refers to the record identification number on my 
computer genealogy program and would not be of interest to your 
readers. ‘Also, I have used the editorial "SIC" in brackets in 
several places to indicate that the preceding word was misspelled in 
the original, and I have sometimes indicated what I believe to be 
the correct spelling of the word probably intended. Please feel 
free to use your own editorial style which might result in deletion 
ef the bracketed material. 


James L.B. wrote the first letter for himself and the second letter 
on behalf of his brother Andrew. Both are dated April 5th 1858. 
Earlier I sent family group records for Andrew's family and James L. 
Cardwell's family to Mary Alyce Kern, and she said you might want to 
publish them sometime. That is fine with me, and I can give you 
similar information on James L.B.'s family and others, but I would 
appreciate being "tipped off" prior to publication, so that I can 
send you the information again in its most up-to-date form. I'm 
sure you understand my reasons for that.

you, so that they know somewhat where I'm at. Shirley and I 
corresponded in 1989 before I moved to Singapore, and it's high time 
I sent her my new address in the States anyway. If they're 
interested, perhaps we can do some research together with my current 
correspondent, Jeannine (Mrs. Lamar) Mayer, 1552 Trumbower Ave., 
Monterey Park, CA 91754 (818/288-2443), and get our North Carolina 
clan hooked up with your New Jersey tribe. I hear Dow Cooksey was 
able to provide you some information on one of your lines lately, so 
we know casting your bread on the water does work in due time. I am 
still adding my collected Auten information to the PAF database you 
gave me and finding even more in the process, and so I will 


eventually have an updated GIE to send to you. Since I am not yet 
working on your wing of the Auten palace, I am assuming you are in 
no particular hurry for it now. I have no feedback yet from 


Jeannine Mayer about the GIE I sent her of your database, but she is 
a PAF user, and I hope she will fill in her branch with what leaves 
she has, since mostly I have only direct lineage information on her 
personal line. 


Presently I am hung up on the two Hannah Auten's in your database 
and the "missing" Harriet Auten. I am enclosing the individual data 
sheets on the Hannah you have for the daughter of Josiah and 
Margaret Berryhill Auten (my rin 51) and the Hannah you have for the 
daughter of Andrew Jackson and Polly Auten (my rin 61). Your only 
source note for the first Hannah is the 1850 census of McNairy 
County, Tennessee, and the indicated family is Andrew's, not 
Josiah's (who we presume dead at the time anyway). In that family 
group are both Andrew's Hannah, age 1, and a Harriet, age 50. My 
first inclination is to blow your older Hannah off as a simple name 
substitution error for Harriet. However, you gave 1812 as the older 
Hannah's birth year, not 1800 as it would be for Harriet. From this 
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I (hopefully) infer that you have another source besides this census 
for the year of Hannah/Harriet's birth, and I would appreciate it if 
you would review the matter. Moreover, I'm not too keen on 
accepting an 1800 birth for an 1800 marriage without some 
substantiation. Not that it doesn't happen, of course, especially 
since we know we're in the best of families, but I like 1812 better 
if there's some evidence behind it. Since both Andrew and James 
Littleton Bennett Auten were born later than that, it seems a 
reasonable year. 


Shirley Auten Hale reported to me at my old Havana address on August 
17, 1989, that she had found Margaret Berryhill Auten somewhere on 
the 1860 Tennessee census living with a David and Elizabeth Horn, 
but she was unable to ascertain whether Elizabeth was another of 


Josiah and Margaret's children. Shirley didn't give me the census 
details and I haven't pursued the matter yet, so I don't have the 
ages or any other information on the Horn's. She stated further 


that she had 1870 census information indicating that Margaret had 
probably died, and a Hanhah or Harriet was living with the Horn's in 
her stead. Again, she didn't provide the details, and I don't even 
know the Tennessee county involved. It appears from your database 
that she didn't share this information with you, so perhaps she 
found something to discredit it later. 


After reviewing prior correspondence, I have decided to send 
appropriate parts of your database (as I have amended it) not only 
to Marshall Auten and Shirley Auten Hale, but also to Judy Sullivan 
(Mrs. Gale) Pearce, R #1, Ewing, IL 62836 (618/629-2109). I am 
advising them all of your request to be duly acknowledged in any 
publication even partially based on the enormous amount of data 
you've, collected on the descendants of Josiah Jefferson Auten and 
Margaret Berryhill. 


Thank you again for your interest in my research, your help, and 
your patience with my long-windedness. Already looking forward to 
the Grand Auten Reunion somewhere on the East Coast, I am,

"Checking in. ‘Wanted to thank you again for your visit on the 6th 
and the Auten diskette you brought with you. I made a GIE copy of 
it and sent it right away to my only current Auten correspondent who 
also happens to use PAF. I told her that I agreed to give you due 
acknowledgment if I ever published and that you would expect her to 
do the same. (Her name is Jeannine [Mrs. Lamar] Mayer of 1552 
Trumbower Avenue, Monterey Park, CA 91754 [818/288-2443]. She's not 
on your database because you did not follow down the descendants of 
Margaret Ann Auten Vinson [wife of Andrew Jackson Vinson] through 
their daughter Margaret Francis Vinson Hicks. YNOtee tna ce wel im 
complaining, you hear!) I also told her that you and I had agreed 
to update one another once in awhile on our research and that she 
might consider doing the same. She is a very careful researcher. I 
told her how to contact you of course. I trust that was okay. 


While your review of the Josiah Jefferson Auten family history is 
still somewhat fresh I want to ask you again to tell me the names of 
his descendants (or other persons) who were particularly helpful in 
supplying you with information and, perhaps more to the point, would 
appear to be willing and able to do so for or with the likes of me. 
That part of our discussion went by pretty fast on the 6th, and I 
really got nothing down on paper. I would like some additional co- 
workers on this project, but I could waste a lot of time writing to 
people who were not really interested and might not even bother to 
answer. I have some old and cold correspondence (1989) with Shirley 
Auten Hale in Ada, Oklahoma. She is on your database as a 
descendant of James Littleton Bennett Auten and seemed pretty sharp, 
but she also seemed to be just getting started then and may or may 
not have kept up. I have a letter of the same vintage from Judy 
(Mrs. Gale) Pearce of Route #1, Ewing, Illinois 62836 who descends 
from Carroll A. Auten and Louisa Jane McClearin through their son 


Holloway F. Auten. (Judy's maiden name was Sullivan, and I just 
found her on your database as #363, the daughter of James Edward and 
Dorothy Mae (Auten) Sullivan.) Likewise, I think Judy was just 
getting started, as it appears that I was able to help her quite a 
lot even that long ago. If you are able to recommend either of 
these people, of course, it would be relatively easy (no pun 
intended) to pick up with them again. The other Auten's I have 


found so far, even genealogists, have not seemed interested in 
working with me at the place I happened to be when I contacted them. 

‘Am now committed to PAF. I called Salt Lake and got my printer 
tied into the program properly. "Considered it a coup when I was 
able to delete my earlier meager input and get an uncontaminated 
copy of your stuff on a diskette out to Jeannine in California. 


"Have a computer-smart friend here who is going to call Salt Lake to 
see if we can get my old database from the MyFamily shareware 
transferred to PAF so that I won't have to do it manually. "Am not 
hopeful, but always persistent. 


"Don't want to totally wear you out with a long letter. "Seems as 
though you're more of a phone man anyway. ‘Hope this finds you well 
and prospering.

Dear Mr. Comp: 


"Just got a very interesting call from an old friend Dow 
Cooksey of Danville, Illinois. He said you and he had a nice 
chat about an Auten-Cooksey connection that he and I knew 
nothing about previously. (I'm not sure that I understand what 
it is yet, but obviously I'm an Auten, a genealogist like you 
and Dow, and of course interested.) 


Dow said you had pretty well tracked down all the Auten's in 
Franklin and Saline Counties in Illinois, and that is certainly 
where my clan hung out for a long time. I'm enclosing my 
father's ancestry chart as far back as I know it, that is to 
the marriage of Josiah Auten (b. 1770-1780; d. by 1850) and 
Margaret Berryhill in Mecklenburg County, NC on 20 Feb 1800. 
(Richard and two Thomas Auten's were heads of households in the 
1790 NC census, but I haven't connected any of them up with 
Josiah yet.) The only children that Josiah and Margaret had 
for sure that I know of were Andrew J. (probably for Jackson; 
1813-after 1880) and James Littleton Bennett Auten (1818-1911) 
who came to Southern Illinois (together or separately?) from 


Tennessee between 1851 and 1854. I'm sure there were others 
such as Richard (b. ca 1800) and John (b. ca 1800-1810) and 
some sisters, but I have no concrete knowledge of them. (There 


was a Paul Auten, 65, and family on the 1850 McNairy Co, TN 
census along with Andrew and James and their families, but I 
have not proven any connection.) I believe Dow said that the 
one(s) who connected up with his family made their way to Owen 
County, IN, and I infer that you have somehow connected up the 
two branches. 


My study of the Auten line is somewhat cold right now, so I 
won't attempt any more detail just yet, but I am eager to hear 
what you've got in the hope that we can help each other out. I 
have more information on the Berryhill's as well if that's 
where we connect and the names of some other cousins if you 
like to work together with others as I do. (If you have some 
cousins to recommend to me, I can also use more co-detectives. ) 


Dow said you do your family history work on your computer. 
inVemuist-s started doing © that -as well,) buteclimea (bit of); a 
technophobe and don't know if I'm off on the right foot or not. 
I'm using some shareware called "MyFamily" and don't care for 
it much, since as you see it doesn't spit out much detail on

its charts. It also doesn't handle multiple marriages well, 
and for anybody with family in Southern Illinois that's a big 
drawback! I have the Mormon PAF, but I was unable to use it at 
first because I had it configured wrong. Doves got. stnat 
corrected, I think, but I still don't have it lined up properly 
with my new Epson "Action Printer™ 3250, and I'm reluctant to 
input a whole new database again until I'm confident I'll be 
happy with the new system. (That's another configuration 
problem, I guess, but I'm not sure if it's with PAF or Epson. 
I can't seem to get the page lengths lined up for the charts.) 
What do you use, and do you like it? Do you expect to publish 
anything with it? I do, and I would really like to hear any 
advice you may have before I change horses. 


Already I have written more than I intended. I hope this finds 
you well. Thanks for contacting Dow. I will enclose an SASE, 
but I don't like them much for regular contact, do you? They 
seem more of a nuisance than a help since one usually doesn't 
know ahead of time exactly the size and weight of what is to be 
sent. What's sent back and forth tends to even out in the long 
run, I think. And, if it doesn't, I don't mind reimbursing for 
expenses.

Personally appeared in open court being a court of record, at the term above 


mentioned, FULKARD AUTEN, a resident citizen of the county of Mecklenburg, North 
Carolina, aged seventy six years, who being duly sworn according to law, doth on 
his oath make the following declaration in order to obtain the benefit of the act 
of congress passed on 7th June 1832. 

That he was born on 10th day of March 1760 in the State of New Jersey, and county 
of Sussex; that this is the date of his birth according to an entry made in his 
fathers Bible. That he enlisted in the state of New Jersey, in the town of Morris- 
town, in the month of June 1775 when he was 15 years of age; that he enlisted for 
seven years, in the company commanded by his uncle Captain Fulkard Seaborn. Bond 
was the colonel. That he immediately went into service. That from Morristown he 
marched to Monmouth; that he was in the Battle of Monmouth, that General Lafayette 
was one of the commanding officers at the Battle. From there he marched to Trenton. 
That he was in the battle at Trenton; that General Washington was the commanding 
officer at that Battle. From there he marched to a small town by the name of 
Pluckemin, in Basconridge County [could this be Basking Ridge -- there is a little 
town of that name in New Jersey?]; from there he marched to Veal Town, a small town 
in the county of Basconridge County; from there he was marched to the Red Banks 
of the North River. That he was in the Battle of the Red Bank. From there he was 
marched to Bound Brook. That while at Bound Brook he was wounded by a scouting par=- 
ty, with a bayonet, which was run through his thigh. That he was then taken prisoner 
and carried to Brunswick, and then committed to prison, and remained so, until six 
weeks and three days lapsed; that he was then set at liberty and permitted to go 
through the town. That he then escaped, and joined the American army again at 
Bound Brook, which was theNhead quarters. That he was discharged from service at 
Bound Brook by General Washington at the end of the war. That he has not his dis- 
change ciateEhemlore nt tEnm tT Smra chem usmenes ty, Mim ene COUN CY BObeSUSSe%, sStacenok 
New Jersey. That he left the state of New Jersey a few years after peace was made, 
and never has returned to that COUNE Ry a Liccm aroma theresnes canes tom NoutheGarolana 
and settled in the county of Lincoln, and lived there until twenty-two years ago, 
when he moved to Mecklenburg County, North Carolina where he now lives. That he 
knows of no one-by whom he can prove his services.

State of North Carolina County Court of Pleas and Quarter Sessions 


Mecklenburg County January term 1842 


On this 27th day of January in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred 
and forty two personally appeared in open court FULCARD AUTON, a resident of said 
county, and being duly sworn according to law doth on his oath make the following 
declaration in order to obtain the benefit of the act of Congress granting pensions 
passed 7th day of June 1832. 

That he is now eighty three years of age, that he was a native of the sate of 
New York, and that he enlisted in the state of Pennsylvania in the mounth of Decem- 
ber as well as he now remembers in the year seventeen hundred and seventy-five in 
the regular service of the United States, the names of the officers commanding the 
company in which he was enrolled he does not now remember, but remembers that his 
company belonged to the fourth regiment of Continental troops raised from the State 
of Pennsylvania to which state he had previously removed. The field officers of the 
fourth regiment were Col. James [Pesser?], Lieutenant Colonel William Baxter, Major?- 
William Edmonston. From Philadelphia he marched with his company to Long Island, 
and at the battle which took place there he with his company was engaged. At that 
battle William Peeples [keep this name in mind, for Peoples were in Mecklenburg, 
and the John W. Auten who married widow Harriet Prim Auten was the son of Isaac 
W. Auten and Jemima Precilla Peoples Auten -- This Revolutionary captain may not 
be any connection with the Mecklenburg County group, but the connection is worth 
noting.], and Lieutenant Col. Baxter of the fourth regiment were killed, and Colonel 
[Pesser?] taken prisoner. 

The command of the company was there given to Lieut. Scott. After marching with 
the army from the City of New York to the White Plains thence through Morristown to 
Monmouth Court House where his company was again engaged in battle. The offiers 
of the regiment. to which he belonged he does not now remember. He further states 
that he was a continental soldier, enlisted for the whole war and was, after the 
Battle of Monmouth, engaged in the battles of Trenton and Princeton in which the 
company to which he belonged was attached to the command of General Mercer and 
after his death, fell under the general commandof General Washington. From the 


battle of Princeton he was ordered with his company to Morristown still under the

command of General Washington, from which place, it being head quarters, the amny 
made many excursions. From this place he was detached from the main body of the 
army and placed under the command of General Sullivan and went to Agoming or Ugoming] 
where they were joined by a body of militia under the command of Colonel Stroud, 
and marched thence to a place the name of which he does not now remember. In this 
service against the Indians he believes he wasn eieyen nearly fifteen months, 
after which this part of the American forces was marched back to the State of New 
Jersey, where the said applicant was present in an engagement at a place called Brown 
Brook [did the person taking the information from Fulcard Auten misunderstand the 
Bound Brook mentioned in the 1837 application and write down Brown Brook instead?] 
where he was taken prisoner and carried to Brunswick and confined for six weeks, 
after which he made his escape and joined the army again at Brown Brook. 

He further states that he has no record proof of his serwices, but relies upon the 
testimony of Robert Barnhill who belonged to the same regiment with myself and was in 
several engagements together.” He came to Mecklenburg County sometime during the 
year 1791 and has resided there ever since. He hereby relinquishes every claim 
whatever to a pension or an annunity, except the preset, and he declares that his 


name is not on the Pension roll as a pensioner of any agency or in any state.

Robert Barnhill of Mecklenburg County made oath that he was in the same regiment 
with Fulcard Auton during the Revolution; that they were together in the battles 


of Monmouth, Trenton, and Princeton, that they belonged to the 4th Regiment of 


the Pennsylvania line. 


1851: Fulcard Auten again personally appeared before R. D. Alexander, a Justice 


of the Peace in Mecklenburg County to make oath that he had made application 


for a Revolutionary pension. 31 August 1851.

Note from Marie McClure: One of the supporting documents for this 1854 applica- 
tion is of particular interest to me, for is it by my several-times great uncle 
William Rankin of Gaston County, NC. William's home still stands near Stanley, 
NC (is occupied by lawyer Frank Rankin, retired of Mount Holly, who descends 
from this William), in the neighborhood where Fulcard Auten apparently lived. 

This land would have been in Lincoln County when Fulcard came to North Caro- 
lina, Gaston County not being formed until 1846. 

To me this document is important because it further places Fulcard in a cer- 
tain community. However, I believe that William had become senile and forgetful, 
for he swore that he had known Fulcard Auten all of his life, having served in 

a= the Revolution with him. 

William Rankin's own pension application, however, states that he was born 
in Rowan County, NC in 1761 and that his parents [Samuel and Ellen Alexander 
Rankin] then moved to Lincoln County, NC when he was 6 or 7 years old. He 
entered the service of the Revolution locally, and served in several North.Caro- 
lina incidents. 

While this affadavit is so important for several reasons, it makes me sad to 


read it, knowing that he was so confused. 


There is also a statement by a Robert Rumfelt who testifies that his father 
Henry Rumfelt was a friend of Fulcard Auten's and that he had often heard his 


father and Fulcard Auten speak of their having served in the Revolution together.

I would be glad to give you all I have on Margaret Elizabeth 
Auten, but it isn’t much.
